Jubilee  Hospital  Kitchens  Cater 
To  350  Patients  and  230  Nurses 

Housewives  who  have  made  the  I 
usual  Saturday  shopping  expedt- 1 
tlon  and  stood  aghast  at  the  little 
remaining  change  would  gasp  at  the 
weekly  grocery  list  of  the  Royal  Ju- 
bilee Hospital  It  is  no  small  Job 
to  provide  food  for  350  private  and 
public  ward  patients  and  a staff  of 
280  nurses.  The  quantities  required 
are  staggering. 

Every  week  It  takes  2,500  pounds 
of  meat  and  700  pounds  of  fish; 

1.200  loaves  of  bread  must  be  sliced, 
and  350  pounds  of  butler  are  used 
to  spread  bread  and  in  cooking. 

Peeling  30  sacks  of  potatoes,  or  more 
than  four  sacks  dally,  would  be  a 
mountainous  task  if  it  were  done  by- 
Sugar  is  used  sparingly,  yet 


Most  of  the  food  Is  prepared  in 
the  mam  kitchen,  but  the  diet  j 
kitchen  dally  handles  food  lor  50 
or  60  imtlents  ou  special  diet.  Here 
a dietitian  doing  post -graduate 
work,  agisted  by  five  sludent  nurses 
and  a trained  cook,  attends  to  all 
cooking. 

Feeding  this  big  family  could  be 
an  expensive  item,  but  at  the  Royal 
Jubilee  Hospital  Mu  E.  M.  Law- 
son.  head  dietitian,  sees  that  It  Is 
done  economically  and  the  best  Is 
provided  at  a mere  He  per  meal  per 
person  for  raw  food.  This  doe*  not 
take  into  account  the  preparation 
and  wages.

Chefs  Reginald  Sedger  and 
Edward  Glover  and  one  of  the 
porters,  William  Gough,  hove  worked 
at  the  hospital  for  23  years,  coming 
there  directly  after  the  Groat  War. 
William  Mackie  Is  a veteran  of  18 
years*  service. 

Miss  Lawson  herself  ho*  occu- 
pied her  present  post  for  five 'years. 
Previously  she  had  been  eight  years 
on  the  staff  of  Vancouver  General 
Hospital.

Slowly,  painfully,  with  many  a check

Yet  there  is  little 
doubt  that  in  spite  of  every  relapse  and  retro- 
gression. with  every  lailure  and  every  falling 
short  of  that  which  might  be  attained,  the 
human  heart  is  being  purged  anil  made  ready 
for  the  next  advance  of  man  from  his  almost 
forgotten  kinship  with  brute  beasts. 

Service  is  an  ideal,  and  a singularly  high 
one.  It  presupposes  that  in  all  that  we  do  or 
say.  in  all  that  we  arc  or  may  become,  we 
shall  seek  earnestly  the  good  of  others,  by 
every  test  that  is  Known,  therein  human 
happiness  resides.  The  truly  contented  in- 
dividual is  he.  or  she.  who  has  no  time  to 
consider  personal  woes  Happiness,  the 
flower  of  content  and  its  radiant  blooming, 
i an  never  be  borrowed.  It  must  always  be 
earned.  Slowly,  inchoatcly  and  with  much 
sell  evident  distrust,  individuals  and  nations 
are  beginning  to  learn  the  way. 

Tangled  over  with  weeds,  and  half-for- 
gotten at  times,  it  has  been  there  for  a long 
time,  l or  those  who  recognize  the  fellow- 
ship of  man  and  the  Kingship  of  His  Master 
there  is  only  one  path.  On  its  signposts,  in 
vrry  simple  characters,  is  written  indelibly 
the  Golden  Rule.  ‘Therefore  all  things 
whatsoever  that  men  should  do  to  you.  do  ye 
even  so  to  them  " I herein  the  ideal  ol  serv- 
ice has  its  truest  warrant,  its  noblest  strength. 
It  is  Divine  iniunction.

They  ure  like 
no  other  flower  I know,  but  a*  I 
think  of  the  peacock  <or  shooting 
atari,  nr  the  fragrant  Indy  allpper  <a 
type  of  orchidi,  I cannot  describe 
them  either,  except  to  say  they  ore 
both  ,t  delicate  mauve  In  color.  So 
suffice  to  say  of  these  Spring  flnwera 
that  they  are  like  a peep  at  heaven, 
so  very  refreshing. 

f have  climbed  this  mountain 
many  times  but  I have  never  seen 
the  same  view  when  I reached  the 
top  LookliiR  east  you  see  the  ocean. 
A blue,  hazy  line  on  sunny  days, 
and  grey  and  exciting  to  look  at  on 
dull  days.  Looking  west,  north  or 
south,  one  sees  a panorama  of  the 
entire  countryside.  But  perhaps  the 
most  beautiful  thing  Ls  the  effect 
wrought  by  the  changing  colors. 
The  misty  blues  and  mauves  of 
. morning,  the  golden  glow  of  midday, 
and  the  majestic  shades  of  red  and 
orange  at  sunset,  all  go  to  make  up 
an  unforgetable  sight.

We  all  had  a very  ter- 
rible exprrlenre.  particularly  a*  we 
lost  such  a relatively  high  percent- 
age of  medical  and  nursing  ‘.taff 
It  was  such  a deliberate  act  on  the 
part  of  the  Nazi  plane.  We  were 


was  no  mistaking  what  we  were.  I 
was  asleep  '5  a m.  on  September  13 » 
when  It  happened,  and  woke  to  find 
myself  flung  down  and  lying  on  top 
of  my  cabin  mate.  I really  had  a 
miraculous  escape,  as  up  to  that 
very  night  I had  been  sleeping  for 
months  In  a small  Inside  cabin 
which  was  completely  telescoped  by 
the  blast  and  on  fire  In  five  minutes. 
The  cabin  I moved  Into  was  an  out- 
side one  at  the  end  of  Uie  alley  way 
farthest  away  from  the  bomb 
Eight  sisters  got  away  altogether, 
four  of  us  crowded  out  along  the 
only  bit  of  corridor  left  outside  my 
cabin,  and  the  other  four  were  pulled 
out  of  portholes.  We  looked  a comi- 
cal crew,  eight  women  dressed  In 
men's  khaki  drill  shorts  and  shirts 
(mine  was  12  sizes  too  big*,  some 
with  all  their  possessions  tied  in  a 
small  handkerchief." 

Col.  and  Mr*  Wilson  were  reunited 
in  Jerusalem  on  December  8.  alter 
two  and  a half  years'  separation 
Having  lost  everything  Mrs  Wilson 
arrived  In  a soldier's  hat  and  coat, 
and  her  skirt  was  made  by  herselr 
out.  of  a pair  of  battle  trousers.

It  Is  well  to  do  some  thinning 
when  plants  are  quite  small,  but 
after  this  date  a certain  amount  of 
thinning  may  be  accomplished  when 
small  plants  are  harvested  for  table 
use. 

Lettuce  and  beet  thinnings  may  j 
satisfactorily  b«  used  for  trana- 
plants. 

DO  NOT  WASTE 
SEF.DS 

The  average  person  will  sow  more 
seed  than  u necessary.  It  Is  well  to 
keep  In  mind  the  approximate  dis- 
tance apart  that  plant*  will  be  when 
mature.  It  Is  wasteful  to  plant  ; 
fifty  lettuce  seeds  to  a lineal  foot 
when  the  plants  will  ultimately 
stand  a foot  apart.  One  seed  every 
Inch  la  ample  for  all  crops  when 
germination  ts  satisfactory.  8e*d 
sown  sparingly  saves  ultimate  thin- 
ning. 

FERTILIZERS  PAV 
DIVIDENDS 

Vegetable  crops  respond  very  I 
definitely  to  fertilizers.  Before  ; 
planting  the  garden  it  Is  good  prac- 
tice *to  broadcast  an  8-10-5  fertilizer 
at  800  pounds  per  sere  over  the 
whole  area  This  equals  two  pounds 
to  100  square  feet.  Transplant*  | 
such  as  cabbage  are  best  watered  in 
with  a nitrogen  solution  fertilizer. 
It  ls  often  most  convenient  to  keep 
a barrel  or  crock  of  solution  fertilizer 
handy  at  all  time*.  This  may  be  j 
done  by  adding  two  ounces  of  sul-  I 
phate  SI  ammonia  to  a gallon  of 
water  and  applying  one  quart  of  this 
to  each  plant.  Additional  quanti- 
ties may  be  added  once  during  the 
growing  season. 

For  row  crops  such  as  lettuce  and  | 
spinach  with  rows  18  Inches  apart 
apply  one-half  ounce  of  sulphate  of 
ammonia  cither  In  solution  or  In  the 
salt  form  per  lineal  yard  as  a side 
dressing  one  month  after  seed 
emergence.  For  wider  spaced  rows, 
the  fertilizer  will  have  to  cover  a 
greater  area  and  may  be  Increased 
to  an  ounce  for  a lineal  yard  of  row, 
when  the  latter  are  three  feet  apart. 
When  dry  fertilizer  Ls  applied  dur- 
i lng  the  Summer  months  the-garden 
should  be  watered  to  make  the  fer- 
rtlllzer  available  to  the  plant*. 

Space  does  not  permit  listing  all 
suitable  kind*  and  varieties  of  vege- 
tables together  with  necessary  cul- 
i tural  operations,  and  Insect  and 
1 disease  control.  Seed  packages  and 
|*>eed  catalogues  give  much  more 
' useful  Information  on  some  of  these 
aspect*.

Soya  bean  Is  the  moot  amazing 
vegetable  grown,  providing  many 
thing*  from  food  to  rubber  substi- 
tute* Apart  from  being  a ta*ty 
vegetable.  It  improve*  the  soil. 
These  bean*  grow  In  most  types  of 
noil,  but  do  beet  In  a light,  sandy 
clay  or  k»«Hi  soil.  Ttw  ground  must 
be  well  limed.  Seed  may  be  sown 
aoy  time  after  the  middle  of  April. 
They  like  a sunny  position.  When 
ready  to  plant  the  top  soli  should  be 
loosened  with  a rakf 
Make  a drill  about  an  Inch  and  a 


half  deep  and  plant  the  seeds  three 
or  four  Inches  apart.  The  distance 
between  the  drills  should  be  from 
two  to  two  and  one-holt  feet. 

A*  soon  a*  seedlings  appear  they 
should  be  protected  from  birds  by 
stringing  black  cotton  along  the 
rows  or  putting  up  coverings  of  old 
fish  net*. 

They  require  very  little  attention 
other  than  hoeing  It  Li  not  neces- 
I sary  to  water  them. 

In  August  the  pods  should  be  suf- 
QclehUy  well  filled  to  use  a*  a vege- 
, table.  They  aje  dealt  With  In  exact-

LONDON  — “What  was  the  song 
Die  sirens  sang?"  That's  a question 
Milch  has  been  asked  for  centuries 
among  the  scholars.  It  may  be  that 
even  Homer  did  not  know;  if  he  did 
he  kept  the  answer  to  himself  and 
did  not  tell  them  But  we  who  Uve 
in  London  know;,  at  any  rate  we 
know  what  the  sirens  sing  today' 
Wr  know  It  by  heart  and  ear. 

Possibly  It  Is  not  the  same  song 
as  the  sirens  sang  at  Bcylla  because 
what  we  hear  today  Is  by  no  means 
a beguiling  strain  Indeed,  our  pres- 
ent breed  of  siren  may  not  be  the 

srne.  but  those  who  sing  to  us  now 
have  at  least  one  quality— perhaps 
two-ln  common  with  those  of  old 
* Plato.  If  my  memory  serves  me. 
ssid  that  there  were  three  kinds  ol 
siren.  On#  1 cannot  call  to  mind. 
One  he  termed  'celestial'— which 
by  a stretch  nf  Imagination  might 
be  applied  to  ours  inasmuch  as  they 
.^esm  to  sing  from  the  sky  The 
other  he  termed  cathartic”  Pre-

to  the  country  for  a renewal  of  his 
mandate.

So  long  a*  military  operations  are 
the  main  concern  of  the  British  peo- 
ple Churchill  can  keep  the  Coalition 
intact  by  virtue  of  his  hold  on  the 
nations  Imagination.  But  the  de- 
feat of  Germany  will  accomplish  at 
once  the  end  of  doubt  on  the  war's 
outcome  and  will  release  the  twin 
problems  of  partial  demobilisation 
and  reconstruction.

Fruit  Juices  Keep 

| COLCHESTER.  fcLeex  (BUP*  — 
Dietitians  arr  recommending  fruit 
Juices  lo  bolster  wartime  health,  and 
nearly  5 000  gallon*  of  concentrate 
of  apple  juice  are  going  to  waste 
on  a fruit  farm  here  — effectively 
tied  there  by  a tangle  of  red  tape. 

It  took  a whole  gang  of  volun- 
teers to  collect  the  apple*  Other- 
wise they  would  have  rotted  on  the 
tree*.  Twenty-five  farmers  taxed 
time,  effort  and  Unpiuut}  to  as- 
semble a "Heath  Robinson"  pulping 
machine  nut  of  the  parts  and  ma- 
terials available  And  It  required 
still  mori  hard  work  lo  get.  the 
apple*  pressed  and  the  Juice  caaked. 

Now  the  Juice  cannot  be  sold  for 
at  least  three  specific  Government 
reasons 

Firstly,  if  the  Juice  is  classed  as 
a concentrate,  It  is  a new  product 
and  there  is  no  basis  on  which  to 
assess  a quota 

Secondly,  U the  jmre  is  classed  as 
a tot-dial.  It*  content*  do  not  comply 
with  the  Ministry  of  Food  formula

Thirdly,  if  the  juice  U classed  as 
a natural  trull  Juice.  It  would  over-

Planting  Groups 


Always  Market  for 
Good  Farm  Ilot>e* 


By  GORDON  LINDSAY  SMITH 

First  Vegetable*— Both  vegetable* 
and  flowers  divide  themselves  into 
three  main  planting  groups.  In  the 
first  are  the  hardy  things— those 
that  one  plant*  Just  a*  soon  os  the 
soil  can  be  prepared,  regardless  of 
tfl*  weather  ahead.  These  will  6tand 
lots  of  front  and.  in  fact,  for  best 
results  they  must  make  their  first 
growth  while  Uie  weather  Is  xtlll  root 
and  wet. 

In  the  vegetable  line  these  very 
early  Uiings  are  garden  pea*,  the 
first  onions,  carrots  and  beet*, 
radish,  spinach,  beets,  etc.,  at  least 
three  times  about  ten  days  apart. 
By  spreading  over  the  sowing  In  thl* 
way  so  1*  the  harvest,  and  one  has 
them  coming  on  In  successive  crops 
of  the  tenderost  vegetables  Imag- 
inable. 

One  can  spread  out  the  season 
•till  more  by  using  an  early,  late  and 
medium  variety.  This  sort  of 
spreading  1*  particularly  adeiMbie 
with  those  vegetables  which  must  be 
sown  very  early  in  the  Spring. 

In  the  second  group  of  vegetable* 
Uie  semi-hardy  tilings  which  can 
stand  a light  frost  but  would  prefer 
none  would  be  early  potatoes,  the 
first  com.  beans,  cabbage,  and,  at 
the  end  of  the  line,  the  real  tender 
plants  that  can  stand  no  frost  at  all 
would  be  the  melons,  cucumbers, 
tomatoes,  pumpkin*,  etc. 

Package  Bees  fteed 
Garefu!  Attention 

(Experimental  Farms  News) 

Package  bees  will  soon  be  arriving 
in  Canada  from  the  United  States 
and  preparation  for  their  care 
should  be  made  beforehand  Those 
who  are  expecting  such  packages 
should  first  of  all  make  arrangements 
with  their  nearest  express  or  customs 
officials  for  prompt  delivery,  re- 
membering that  a war  exchange  tax 
of  10  per  rent  of  the  bees’  value 
must  be  paid  to  customs  before  Uie 
bee*  art*  released. 

For  each  package  one  hive  fitted 
with  ten  drawn  combs  or  full  sheets 
| of  foundation  Is  needed  to  house 
i the  bees,  and  In  addition  from  10  to 
I 15  pounds  of  sugar  or  honey  are  re- 
quired to  feed  them. 

As  sodn  as  the  packages  are  re- 
ceived stand  them  In  a cool,  shady 
place  and  feed  the  bees  by  sprin- 
kling a thin  solution  of  sugar  and 
water  on  the  screening  of  the  porx- 
nges.  states  C B Gooderhnm,  Do- 
minion apiarist.  During  late  after- 
noon or  evening  release  the  bee*  in 
their  hives  following  the  directions 
that  accompany  the  bees  or  as  given 
In  Special  Pamphlet  No  3.  Wartime 
ProducUon  Scries,  a ropy  nf  which 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Dominion 
Department  of  Agriculture.  Ottawa 
ir  the  weather  is  cloudy  and  cool 
the  bees  may  be  released  Immediate- 
ly upon  arrival. 

It  Is  not  the  bees  you  receive  that 
will  produce  the  honey  crop,  but 
those  which  du\  be  reared  between 
the  time  the  package*  are  placed  in 
the  hives  and  the  time  the  clovers 
ore  In  bloom  This  mean*  that  the 
bees  must  not  be  allowed  to  run 


Flower  groupings  axw  similar 
There  are  very  hardy  things  that 
sometime*  seed  themselves,  such  •* 
marigolds,  cosmos,  sweet  peas 
petunia  seed,  pansies,  etc.  One  can 
plant  them  Just  a*  aoon  s s the 
ground  is  ready  In  the  intermediate 
category  would  be  nasturtiums,  bed- 
ding plant*  and.  at  the  iar  end  of 
the  list,  lilies,  dahllss,  gladiolus, 
etc..  *emi- tropical  plants  thal  can- 
not stand  frost  at  all.  The  degree  of 
liardlncss,  of  course  will  be  men- 
tioned along  with  the  variety  in  any 
good  Canadian  seed  catalogue. 

Nursery  stock  is  the  same  Uiat 
coven  *U  the  sort  of  thing  one  gets 
from  a nursery,  everyllUng  from 
perennial  flowers  and  strawberry 
plants  to  ten-foot  ornamental  trees. 
This  year,  due  to  the  shortage  of 
labor,  gasoline  and  Imported  founda- 
tion stock  from  Europe,  the  Cana- 
dian supply  U not  plentiful,  hence 
all  Lite  more  reason  for  taking  care 
of  what  one  can  buy. 

All  nursery,  stock  should  be 
planted  Just  as  soon  ss  after  pur- 
chasing as  possible.  With  large 
plant*  and  tree*  It  Is  especially 
necessary  lo  give  root*  plenty  of 
room  and  press  fine  soil  firmly  about 
them.  Cultivation  for  some  time  Is 
advisable  and  also  watering  when 
first  planted  and  If  the  weather  Is 
dry.  It  Is  essential,  of  course,  to  pro- 
tect roots  from  wind  and  air  gen- 
erally m unpacking  slid  planting 


best  substitute.  To  secure  Uie  sugar 
for  feeding  bees  ask  your  provincial 
apiarist  for  the  necessary  permit 
giving  him  your  full  name  and 
address,  the  number  of  colonies  or 
packages  to  be  fed  and  the  minimum 
amount  of  sugar  required. 

Producer  Subsidies 
For  Fanning  Crops 

The  Dominion  Department  of 
Agriculture  announced  on  March  11 
that  a continuation  of  subsidies  lo 
producers  of  canning  crops  has  been 
authorized  by  the  Government  for 
1044  Producers  selluig  tomatoes  to 
processors  will  receive  16  a ton  sub- 
sidy. an  Increase  of  $3  from  the  sub- 
sidy paid  lost.  year.

However,  there  would  always  be  a 
market  on  farms  and  In  cities  for 
really  good  hor»e*.  that*  VKkrsound 
horses,  showing  breeding,  proper 
type  and  nigli  quality.  There  might 
be  an  increased  demand  in  the 
over-run  countries  for  horses  after 
the  war.  provided  proper  shipping 
facilities  could  be  obtained.  For 
these  reasons,  farmers  might  be 
wLse  lo  breed  a few  of  their  best 
brood  mares  to  Uie  brat  stallions 
available. 

Weed  and  Pest  Control 

The  primary  object  of  tillage  on 
Ihr  farms  of  Western  Canada  la 
weed  control,  but  a*  H.  G,  Craw- 
ford, Dominion  Entomologist,  points 
out,  entomollglst*  whose  atm  is  to 
destroy  Insrct  pest*  maintain  that 
every  cultural  operation  on  the 
farm  should  have  the  dual  object 
of  weed  and  Insect  pest  control. 
Summer  fallowing  for  weed  control 
Is  also  the  key  to  Uiat  of  Insects, 
particularly  the  chler  pests  of  grain 
crops,  namely.  Wheat-stem  sawfly, 
grasshoppers,  wirewomu  and  cut- 
worms. In  thl*  double  control,  the 
seeding  methods  and  sequence*, 
crop  rotations,  and  Fall  and  Spring 
tillage  of  stubble  land  are  of  great 
importance.  Weed  control  and  In- 
sect i rest  control  should  always  ba 
considered  together  and  In  relation 
to  other  farm  hazard*,  such  as 
drought,  soil  drifting  and  plant  dls- 
ea.«e*.
